That the Department of Fisheries was 
at present engaged on the details of a 
scheme of technical instruction for fisher- 
men, which would aim at turning out 
young men capable of carrying on fishing 
on modern lines, was the statement made 
by Mr. L. '€.“Moriárty, Secretary of the 
Free State Department of Fisheries, in the 
course of his evidence at yesterday’s sitting 
of the Technical Education Commission in 
Dublin. 

Mr, Moriarty added that he saw no 
reason why the Irish fishermen, if properly 
trained, and with suitable appliances, 
should not be able to compete with the 
German, Scotchman, or Englishman. 
There was no reason why they should not 
export their fish to Germany, England, or 
other countries.

IRISH LACE AND CROCHET 


OUT OF FAVOUR. 

Mr. Moriarty said that in his opinion 
technical education as afforded at present 
had failed to reach the rural population and 
the dwellers of small towns, Where the 
people of these districts had had facilities for 
technical education afforded to them he 
thought that the advantages derived had not 
been proportional to the cost. It was due to 
the fact that the subjects taught had very 
little reference to the trades or industries 
carried on or likely to be started in the 
neighbourhood. 

p to the present, if they excepted the 
fishery school at Baltimore, there had been 
no attempt to provide systematised courses 
of instruction for fishermen and those who 
followed allied trades, such as curing and 
cooperi The Congested Districts Board 
émployed Scottish and Irish fishermen from 
1892 to 1912 to train the fishermen of 
Donegal, Mayo and Galway in the use of 
luggers, which were being introduced to re- 
place the row-boats and curraghs. The Con- 
_—_ Districts Board also employed Scottish 
erring curers to teach the Donegal boys and 
girls how to cure fish for the market. The 

od of instruction lasted for the seasonal 
shing for herrings. In order to become a 
fully qualified herring curer it was necessary 
to serve an apprenticeship as a cooper. The 
Board accordingly set up two cooperages in 
Donegal primarily to teach the local boys the 
trade of barrel-making. Upwards of 100 
trained coopers and curers were turned out 
at these cooperage 


THE BALTIMORE SCHOOLS. 

The Baltimore fishery schools were founded 
in 1887. The buildings were erected with 
funds mainly subscri by the public and a 
State grant. The object. of the schools was 
to instruct boys in the most improved method 
of fishing, ether with all the trades in- 
cidental to fishing. The school could accom- 
modate 170 boys, and at present there were 
fifty boys ays the trades of net-making, 
carpentry and sau-making. The school pos- 
sessed two sailing fishing vessels before the 
European War, and the boys were sent to 
sea in these to learn hans Pht, a fishing. These 
boats were lost during the war, and had not 
been replaced owing to lack of funds. The 
Department of Fisheries was at present 
engaged on the details of a scheme of tech- 
nical ógh ag for fishermen which would 
aim at turning out young men capable of 
carrying on fishing on ro aa lais.

RURAL INDUSTRIES. 
The Department of Fisheries, he added, 
taken over the rural industries in the 
West owing to the dissolution of the Con- 
1 Districts Board. In 1926 there were 
irty-seven centres in operation in Donegal, 
Sligo, Mayo, Galway and Cork, at which 
the following industries were being taught 
and carried on :—Hand-knitting, machine- 
knitting, crochet work in lace and in 
artificial silk, embroidery, toy-making, The 
Department, in addition, gave assistance to 
eight convents in which similar work was 
being done. The cost of running the thirty- 
seven industries referred to for 1025-1926 was 
£18,811, which included purchase of raw 
materials, machines and plant. The work 
turned out realised £29, 
£16,730 was pei to the workers, and the 
remainder, £12,825, was retained by the 
Department in respect of its outlay. The 
year 1925-6 was not a prosperous one for 
these industries, owing to the poor demand 
for Irish lace and crochet work, and the total 
earnings for the year were below the average 
of former years. 


CROCHET WORK. 

In the barony of Erris, Co, Mayo, there 
was a large number of skilled female workers 
with the crochet needle, As many as 2,000 
were busy making crochet and buttons during 
the war. There also was a considerable latent 
mechanical skill among the young men. The 

roblem in that district was not educational, 

ut industrial. Without some definite co- 
ordination, especially in the backward dis- 
tricts of the West, between the actual de- 
velopment work and the educational work, 
the latter would not achieve the object aimed 
at. He considered that the conditions of this 
country warranted the taking of exceptional 
measures to set up new. industries in their 
towns and countryside.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In conclusion, Mr. Moriarty made the fol-

It ‘‘ was not the outgrowth of feudalism 
but the national reply to feudalism,’’ an 
feudalism was overthrown by it, not by 
the Revolution. Among the major results 
of the Revolution he draws attention to 
its effect on the French language. In that 
torrent of vehement declamation the 
French ‘‘learned, as they had never 
learned before, to manipulate speech. The 
Frenchman to-day is, perhaps, the supreme 
specimen of the speaking animal.” 


In greater detail he sketches the course 
of events from 1870 to 1914, from 1914 to. 
1918, and from Versailles to Locarno. He 
investigates the causes of parliamentary 
incompetence, the state of parties and the 

alities of the chief politicians. 
robably the average foreigner could not 
say offhand who is 
ap ee and this may be taken as an 
indirect tribute to M. Doumergue, who 
‘‘has shown considerable ability apd an 
exceptionally shrewd political strength.”’

““Holism ” is a word coined by General 

Smuts from the Greek word for “‘ whole,”’ 

“and is applied by him to that specific 


tendency, or factor, or creative urge, which |- 


he finds everywhere in Nature, ‘‘ the motive 

force behind evolution,’’ as a result of 
which there has been an ascent from the 
inorganic to,the organic, and through the 
organic to min 
the spiritual world of ideal values, truth, 
beauty and ess. At each step 
‘upward a new and completer Whole 
emerges or is created. 

The atom is a minute and marvellous 
““ whole’’ of electrical units. The chemical 
compound is a “whole” differing in 
structure and function from its constituent 
parts. A still more wonderful and new 
“whole” is the organic cell. With its 
emergence evolution makes a long step for- 
ward and upward. The cell is the funda- 
mental structure of all organisms, self- 
contained, highly complex, undergoing all 
the processes of living things from birth to 
death, differing radically from atom and 
molecule, for a new directive energy which 
we call life Las emerged. 

* * * x ” 

A further advance towards a still larger 
“‘whole’’ appears in organisms or groups 
of cells. The organism is far more and 
other than an aggregation of cells. There 
is an advance in complexity in centralised 
control and in co-ordination of parts and 
organs. Some potent factor is here plainly 
at work. Next in the evolutionary pro- 
cess mind appears, another immense step 
forward. The central directive energy of 
the organism becomes conscious, purpose- 
ful.and sovereign, especially in human 
beings. 


General Smuts, whose book, ‘‘ Holism and 
Evolution,’’ is reviewed in this column. 


At last arises personality, “‘ the highest 
and completest of all wholes.’’ It is not 
‘‘mind,”’ though mind is its most im- 
portant constituent. It includes. the 
material and organic, without which 
human personality cannot be conceived. It 
is a new thing, a “ whole ” far in advance 
of all other earlier “ wholes,’’ so mys- 
terious that some have declared it to be an 
illusion, but to General Smuts it is “ the 
most real of all reals.’’ Personality, he 
points out, has been avoided by science and 
psychology, and he makes a strong plea 
that personality should be studied systema- 
tically in selected human biographies, and 
proposes that the term personology should 
be given to this new scientific discipline. 
In it he sees “the crown of all the 
sciences *’ and “the basis for a new ethic 
and metaphysic and a truer spiritual out- 
look.” To this subject he devotes the con- 
chading chapters cf his book, and discusses 
the ancient problems of the relation of 
mind and body, and of free-will and 
determinism. 

General Smuts adheres to what is called 
‘“ creative evolutior,’’ but his argument is 
that there is “ something wider and deeper 
at work in evolution than the factors as 
found by Darwin and his successors.” 
Variation and natural selection are not a 
sufficient explanation. ‘‘To me the con- 
clusion of the matter is that the inexhaus- 
tible whole is itself at work, that Holism 
is an active factor interacting with the 
particular Darwinian factors, that not 
only its aim, but also its output, far ex- 
ceed the immediate present utilities and 
needs of organic evolution, and that its 
bow is bent for the distant horizons, far 
beyond all human power of vision and 
understanding.”

Everywhere in Nature General Smuts 
sees this holistic tendency, a tendency that 
makes this a friendly universe, helpful to 
man, and to what is best in man. His 
own experience in the stream of life gives 
support to his philosophy. ‘‘It has been 
my lot to have passed many of the years of 
my life amid the conflicts of men in their 
wars and their council chambers. Every- 
where I have seen men search and struggle 
for the good with grim determination and 
earnestness, and with a sincerity of pur- 
pose which added to the poignancy of the 
fratricidal strife. But we are still far, 
very far, from the goal to which Holism 
points.” The Great War is proof how far 
off we are. ‘‘ But everywhere, too, I have 
seen that it was at bottom a struggle for 
the good, a wild striving towards human 
betterment; that blindiy, and through 
blinding mists of passions and illusions, 
men are yet sincerely, earnestly groping 
towards the light, towards the ideal of a 
better, more secure life for themselves and 
for their fellows. And the faith 
has been strengthened in me that what has 
here been called Holism is at work even 
in the conflicts and confusions of men; 
that, in spite of all appearances to the 
contrary, eventual victory is serenely and 
securely waiting, and that the immeasur- 
able sacrifices have not been in vain.’’

FALL IN COTTON PRICEs 


EXCESS PROFITs 
SETTLEMENT.

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The thirty-sixth annual meeting of Messrs. 
J. and P. Coats, Ltd., was held in the 
Christian Institute, Glasgow, yerterday. 

At the outset, the Chairman, Mr. W. 7 
Coats (who presided over a large gathering of 
shareholders), apologised for the absence of 
his cousin, Lord Glentanar, who, he said, has 
a poisoned foot. 

After the auditors’ report was read, 

Mr. Coats gave a review of the year's 
trading. He said—I must tell you quite 
frankly that I am rather disappointed the 
figures in our profit and loss account for the 
year ended on 3th June are not so good as 
they were in the previous year, not because 
there was any material difference in either 
the volume of our business or the trading 
profit, but because prices of cotton began to 
fall in the early part of our fiscal year and 
continued to fall steadily thereafter, rendering 
it necessary to provide a large sum to writs 
down our stocks to their market value at our 
balancing date. This writing down of value 
is by no méans singular in our case, judging 
from what we have heard and read in {| 
reports of other companies; and it accour 
for much the greater part of the substant; 
difference between the figures in the ‘bala; 
sheets of the previous year and the yea 
under review. Im addition to this, we | 
also. to make provision for a further amoun: 
consequent upon the settlement of 
liability to excess profits duty which 
recently effected with the Inland Revenue. 
It was fortunate, therefore, that your directors 
carried forward a larger sum than usual 
the previous year’s accounts, and this influenced 
them in coming to the decision to make no 
change in the payment of the dividend and 
bonus declared in the previous year without 
touching upon the dividend reserve fund 


COTTON STOCKS. 


The cause of the reduction in the prices oj 
our raw material is attributed to the fact 
that two unusually large crops of American 
cotton were harvested in successive years, and 
considerable quantities, remained unsold and

demand occasioned by dulness in the spinning 
trade. American cotton stands to-day at a 
substantially lower price than it did for some 
ears before the war, and, although we do not 
i“ it in any large quantity, it has consider 
sá influence on the prices oí the finer 
Eayptian varieties, which form our principal 
consumption, and, although these have a): 
fallen considerably, nevertheless the prices of 
grades necessary for the manufacture of our 
various products are still high in comparison 
with American cotton. 


EXCESS PROFITS. 


You will! have seen in “our prelin nary 
announcement that a settlement of the com 

y's liability to excess “ves duty has 
ba arrived at with the’ nland Revenue 
The Commissioners duly stated the case co 
cerning the method of valuing stocks, 
which I referred last year. Two other points 
of difference’ were also the subject of stated 
cases, whilé ‘there were a number of other 
points, involving large sums, on which 
and’ the Revenue were not agreed. After ful 
consideration of the whole matter, and again 
taking the opinion of counsel, which was to 
the effect that the results of appeals to th 
Courts were uncertain, your Board decided 
in order to avoid protracted litigation, t 
approach the Revenue as to whether a settle 
ment by compromise of all outstanding p 
could 'be arrived at. The Revenue authoriti 
were found to be not unwilling, and accord 
ingly negotiations were opened, which resu'te 
in a complete and final settlement of all the 
points of difference. We did not get all we 
claimed, nor did the Inland Revenue. \\: 
did, however, effect a settlement much mor 
satisfactory to the company than under the 
Commiasioners’ decision. [I am advised that 
it would be injudicious for me to say more 
than this, and I will only add that I am ver 
glad this long-standing matter is now finally 
out of the way. 


TRADE OF THE PAST YEAR. 


Following the usual practice, I shall now 
say a few words about the ‘course of our 
trade during the year under review, and 
first of all I may tell you that the lo: 
expected trade revival has not yet 
materialised. The usual fluctuations have 
been experienced. Some markets have done 
better, some have been just steady, and 
others backward. After referring in detail 
to the trade in a number of countries, the 
Chairman mentioned that the mills which 
had been erected in France and Hungary 
Were now completed and in operation. He 
continued :—As regards Russia, there is no 
change in the situation since I addressed you 
at our last annual meeting. We have heard 
indirectly. that the Nevsky Mills are stil! 
being run by: the Soviet authorities, but not 
up to. their full capacity. Generally speak 
ing, I am glad to say that the increases in 
some of. the markets have more than balanced 
the decreases in others, and we have, there 
fore, little cause for disappointment, when 
trade in pe throughout the world 18 
still not what we would like it to be. 


THE. OUTLOOK. 


With regard to the outlook for the future, 
I have to ‘say that, so far, there is no 
indication of any substantia) revival of trade, 
but we are hoping that the settlement of the 
coal sttike will put some life into business 
soon J think it right. to mention that the 
change in the date of the closing of our 
accounts, which you will be asked to sanction 
later, will necessitate our striking a balance 
for six moriths at the end of this year, and 
whatever the result of that may be I would 
not advise you to multiply it by two in an 
endeayour to forecast what i927 May yield 
as that would be rather risky when 
difference between one period and another 
may be more or less wide.

GREAT ADMINISTRATOR. 


Mr. Coates, Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, is a man of strong personality. 
This has been displayed)in the course cf 


his comparatively brief carer in the front 
rank of New Zealand Pi life. He is 
an administrator rather. thin a politician, 
and it is this quality which has placed 
him solidly at the head of the 
Dominion’s affairs. 

Like his predecessor, My. Coates is a 
farmer by occupation. is a New 
Zealander by birth, and is the first elected 
New Zealand-born Prime Mirister. Soon 
after the war broke out he offered his 
services, -He held at the time : captaincy 
in an Auckland mounted ment, but 
went to France with the Nev Zealand 
infantry division, where he obtained his 
majority. He served with distinction until 
the end of the war, and was awarded the | 
Military Cross and: bar. -As an officer he 
was extremely popular with all ranks. 


IN THE CABINET. 


At the conclusion of the war, and on the 
break-up of national. government in New 
Zealand, Mr. Massey selected Mr. Coates 
for membership in his reconstructed 
Cabinet. He held minor portfolios for a 
few months, but in 1920 was given control 
of the Public Works Department. ‘Thus 
he early assumed charge of. one of the 
Dominion’s most important departménts, 
the department which has to do with the 
development of the young Dominion. 

He at once showed his calibre and 
courage by instituting daring reforms. 
which in principle abolished. the old 
system of parochial grants for public 
works—grants which were often governed 
by political. expediency—for a system 


so 


aspect. The old system had often been 
condemned, but never reformed. ‘He also 
took in hand the vigorous development of 
the hydro-electric installation schemes, 
which are now well under way. As Post- 
master-General he was responsible for the 
early reinstitution after the war-of penny 
postage. 

In 1923 the portfolio of railways was 
also given to Mr. Coates, and here again 
he applied himself with characteristic 
vigour to reorganisation and reform. He 
was responsible for the appointment of a 
commission of world experts, chiefly from 
Great Britain, to recommend reforms, and 
much has been already done along the 
lines recommended. This vigorous action 
gave great satisfaction to the Dominion 
generally. 

On the death of Mr. Massey, in May, 
1925, the Government Party elected Mr.

J. O'Sullivan, Minister for Education, at 
the thirtieth annual dinner of the Clon- 
gowes Union, held in Clery’s Restaurant, 
Dublin; last “night. | i 

Professor O'Sullivan said that a great 


moment about liberty, especially in eduea- 
tional’. matters. Public dinners and 
annual distributions of prizes wore used 
for the, purpose of throwing bouquets or 
other comments that would be more 
accurately indicated by some less fragrant 
metaphor. 

In the Free State they had not the 
resources of. other countries. They had 
not. the native, untapped resources of new 
countries, and, unfortunately, they had 
not. the tradition of the older European 
countries behind them. Théy had a great 
deal.of intelligence on the part of their 
people, a great deal of quickness; but the 
people needed training, and, if they were 
to compete with other countries, they must 
have the best training.

tured by mass production. - 


SECONDARY EDUCATION. 
Referring to the new secondary educa- 
tion system, Professor O'Sullivan said 
that he was convinced that it was as good 
a system as they could possibly get. It 
had been attacked at various times. Last 
Saturday one of the most influential 
organs in the country attacked it. 

It had been suggested that these attacks 
were not due to sectarian motives or to a 
desire to stir up sectarian strife or 
hostility to the native language. As 
regards that he would say that there were 
some people in whom the habit of taking 
certain sectarian views was so ingrained 
that they were quite unconscious of doing 
it. Some people said that they were not 
unfavourable to a thing, but, if they were 
bitterly opposed to it, they could not do 
more against it than they were doing.

EXCITEMENT ON FRANCO- 
ITALIAN FRONTIER:

All the available Italian police have 
been engaged for the last two days in 
searching the mountains near the 
Franco-Italian frontier for the suspected 
murderer, or murderers, of the Italian 
Fascist, Gavarino,. who . was killed at 
Ventimiglia on Sunday night. | 

While the fumeral of Gavarino was 
taking place yesterday morning a fresh 
incident was brought to light. Two 
Italian carabinieri were found dead on 
the Italian side of the .frontier; near 
Campo Rosso, apparently having. been 
murdered. A whole regiment of infantry 
and all Fascist forces. have been 
mobilised, and the frontier is strictly 
guarded to prevent the murderer ‘or 
murderers’ from crossing into France. 
There is considerable excitement through- 
out Ventimiglia and the surrounding dis- 
trict. 

Later. 

A message from Ventimiglia states that 
the nude body of a soldier of the Italian 
National Militia has been found near 
Dolceaqua, in the district: where the two 
carabinieri were shot yesterday. The 
theory is held that he may have been 
killed by bandits, who afterwards stripped 
him to make use of his uniform as a 
disguise. 

PARIS, Thursday. 

Messages from Nice and Ventimiglia 
state that Sommaschino and Gerbi, the 
two carabinieri who were shot dead, were 
patrolling the country round Campo Rosso 
and San Remo in search for a man named 
Pollastro and others suspected of being 
concerned in the murder of Gavarino. 

In a shop they saw a man whose appear- 
ance corresponded with that of Pollastro. 
As soon as he saw them the man drew.a 
revolver and fired. He then ran away 
and escaped. The carabinieri were found 
to be dead by the persons who went to 
their help. |

SIR SAMUEL HOARE’S 
EXPLANATION. 


The question of flying risks was dealt 
with by Sir Samuel-Hoare at Birming- 
ham yesterday. 

Obviously flying must have its peculiar 
risks, he said; but all methods of quick 
transport had serious risks. On an 
average, two people were killed every 
day iu London in street traffic, and the 
Continental railways did not seem to be 
absolutely immune from accidents. 

He would not say that they had dis- 
covered, or that they were likely to dis- 
cover, any panacea against flying acci- 
dents, but they attempted to take every 
possible precaution, and that the standard 
of training, inspection, and supervision 
was far higher in Great Britain than in 
any other country in the world. 

- Last year parachutes were introduced 
for the first time into the Air Force, and 
experiments were made with new types 
of machines, for instance, with what was 
known as the ‘‘ windmill’’ ‘plane, the 
auto-gyro. i 

CAREFUL INQUIRIES. 

They were carrying out constantly the 
most. careful and minute analyses into 
accidents and the causes of accidents. 
There were two separate inquiries into 
every serious accident that took place. 
They had an inquiry carried out by a 
civilian inspector, who investigated the 
technical side, and a Service inquiry, 
carried out upon the disciplinary grounds. 

“The reports always came to me,” Sir 
Samuel continued, “and I can assure you 
that the recommendations of those re- 
ports are not ignored, and that in every 
case we try to learn a lesson from, the 
accident, and to take action upon. the 
recommendations. These inquiries show 
that the accidents are spread fairly evenly 
and over 
every Air Force station. That shows that 
there is no particular machine, whether 
it be a modern machine or an older 
machine, that is specially liable to acci- 
dent It goes to show also that there is 
no particular station and no particular 
squadron where there is something 
obviously wrong leading to a number of 
accidents above the average. 

“The second fact that emergies is that, 
even though the number of accidents may 
appear to be very high, yet, when you 
take the amount of flying into account 
and the number of flying hours in units 
of the Air Force and in the auxiliary 
units, the proportion of fatal accidents 
to flying hours is tending not to increase, 
but to decrease. : 

“This year, with even the number of 
accidents that we have all been deploring 
during the past few weeks, when the 
amount of flying is taken into account, 
is the second best year that we have ever 
had. I do not touch upon this subject 
to imply that everything is perfect, or 
that we have discovered a panacea, or 
that we are not alive to the necessity of 
taking every possible action to reduce the 
number of accidents.

The terrible conditions prevailing at 
Sianfu, capital of Shensi, are described in a 
graphic despatch from the Press Associa 
tion’s Special Correspondent. in the Shensi 
war zone, sent-off on November 2, when. the 
city was still under siege and fierce fight- 
ing was in progress. 

A Chinese refugee w 
through the northern lines encirchug the 
city, which was besieged by -a lieutenant. of 
Marshal Wu Pei Fu, though robbed of his 
money by the soldiers, told the correspondent 
that the streets of the city were strewn 
with the dead poor who died long ago, their 
bodies remaining where they fell.

LONGFORD’S BAD ROADS. 


MINISTRY’S ._WARNING TO 
COUNCIL. 


In his report on the condition of the roads 
in the county, which Was read at the last 
meeting of the Longford County Council, Mr, 
James Quigley, Chief Engineer, Local Go- 
vernment Department, stated that things were 
so bad with regard to works of iunprovement 
financed from the Road Fund that he would 
not certify for any farther payment from the 
Road ‘Fund after lst January, 1927." 

The road from the boundary from Rath- 

owen (Co, Westmeath) to Longford is in an 
absolutely disgraceful. condition, he stated. 
Very, large sums of money have been ex- 
ended on its improvement from the Road 
Fund The surface, which was improved by 
steam-rolling and surface-spraying, has been 
absolutely neglected, with the result that it 
is now in an extremely bad condition with 
potholes. The condition of the road on the 
other side of Longford, through Newtown- 
forbes, is nearly as bad; No maintenance 
and no attention worthy of the name has 
been given to this road once it was steam- 
rolled. : 

The ‘whole condition of these trunk roads 
in Longford, the report continued, is so bad, 
and the whole procedure so faulty, that I 
decline to have any further responsibility for 
the outlay of public money under the system 
now obtaining in Co, Longford.

Having been reconstructed, the organ in 
St. Ann’s Church, Dawson street, Dublin, will 
he re-opened at 8 o'clock this evening. “This 
line organ was erected in the church in 1835 
by William Telford (founder of the firm of 
bane and Telford). It contained three 

ianuais, GG to F, and pedal organ. Since 
then it has undergone improvements, princi- 
pally of the mechanical actions, but the great 
majority of the pipes are the old ones, made 
in 1835: In 1896 new mechanical actions re- 
placed the old, the compass of manuals was 
changed to CC to G, and the pedal organ 
CC to F. In 1911 the eletric blowing was 
placed over the south ‘porch. 

As the general tone of the organ was 
always much admired, the vicar and Select 
Vestry , determined to bring the organ up to 
modern reguirements, and entrusted the work 
to Telford and Telford, the well known firm 
of organ builders. New tubular-pneumatic 


action has been fitted “throughout and 
detached pneumatic console placed in front 
of organ case facing east. This contains the 
manuals, pedals and 58 drawstops, six com- 
bination pistons and sforzando L New 
sound boards have -been made for the great 
and choir organs, new ‘“‘trumpet’’ pipes for the 
great, and a new '“'octave ” for pedals. As a 
parish church organ, it is found to be 


eminently satisfactory, quite up to date, and 


reflects much credit on the builders, now 
established 96 years.
